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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The allowed claims are 1 -7.

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest the recitations of 

the specific features of the device, of claim 1 , including especially the following: 
The primary reason for the allowance of independent claim 1, is the inclusion of the 
compressible stop blocks formed of resilient high density foam attached to the rear surface 
of the rectangular compressible layered or laminated diaphragm at the opposite lateral sides, 
claimed in combination with the device's elongate fabric main enclosure, opening, fabric 
cushion sleeves, and foam pads.
